Ruth Ann Terry, M.P.H., RN. (“Complainant”) alleges:
PARTIES
1. Complainant brings this Accusation solely in her official capacity as the

Executive Officer of the Board of Registered Nursing (“Board”), Department of Consumer

Affairs.

License History

2. On or about June 18, 2002, the Board issued Registered Nurse License
Number RN 600716 (“license™)} to Angela A.E. Kidd, also known as Angela A. Delong Kidd
(“Respondent™). The license will expire on April 30, 2008, unless renewed.

STATUTORY PROVISIONS

3. Section 2750 of the Business and Professions (“Code”) provides, in

pertinent part, that the Board may discipline any licensee, including a licensee holding a
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temporary or an inactive license, for any reason provided in Article 3 (commencing with Code
section 2750} of the Nursing Practice Act.

4. Code section 2764, in pertinent part, that the expiration of a license shall
not deprive the Board of jurisdiction to proceed with a disciplinary proceeding against the
licensee or to render a decision imposing discipline on the license. Under Code section 2811,
subdivision (b), the Board may renew an expired license at any time within eight years after the
gxpiration.

5. Code section 1 18, subdivision (b), provides that the suspension,
expiration, surrender, or cancellation of a license shall not deprive the Board of jurisdiction to
proceed with a disciplinary action during the period within which the license may be-renewed,
restored, reissued or reinstated.

6. Code section 2761 states, in pertinent part:

The board may take disciplinary action against a certified or
licensed nurse or deny an application for a certificate or license for any of

the following;

(a) Unprofessional conduct, which includes, but is not limited
to, the following: '

{4) Denial of licensure, revocation, suspension, restriction, or
any other disciplinary action against a health care professional license or
certificate by another state or territory of the United States, by any other
government agency, or by another California health care professional
licensing board. A certified copy of the decision or judgment shall be
conclusive evidence of that action.

COST RECOYERY

7. Code section 125.3 provides, in pertinent part, that the Board may request
the administrative law judge to direct a licentiate found to have committed a violation or
violations of the licensing act to pay a sum not to exceed the reasonable costs of the investigation
and enforcement of the case.

CAUSE FOR DISCIPLINE

(Out-of-State Discipline)
8. Respondent’s license is subject to disciplinary action under Code section

2761, subdivision (a)(4), on the grounds of unprofessional conduct, in that Respondent was
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disciplined by the Kentucky Board of Nursing ("Kentucky Board"). Pursuant to the Kentucky
Board’s Agreed Order, in the case entitled, In Re: Angela A. Delong Kidd, RN License
No. 1060870, Case No, 2006-877, effective July 26, 2007, Respondent’s Registered Nurse
License No. 1060870, was suspended for a period of at least six months. In addition, Respondent
is required to submit a written request to the Kentucky Board if she wishes the Kentucky Board
to consider reinstatement of her registered nurse license. A copy of the Kentucky Beoard’s
Agreed Order is attached as Exhibit A and is incorporated herein.
PRAYER

WHEREFORE, Complainant requests that a hearing be held on the matters herein
alleged, and that following the hearing, the Board of Registered Nursing issue a decision:

1 Revoking or suspending Registered Nurse License Number RN 600716
issued to Angela A E. Kidd, aiso known as Angela A. Delong Kidd,

2. Ordering Angela A.E. Kidd, also known as Angela A. Delong Kidd to pay
the Board the re'asonable costs of the investigation and enforcement of this case, pursuant to

The Kentucky Board of Nursing, hereinafter referred to as the Board, has probable cause to
believe that Angela A. Delong Kidd has violated KRS Chapter 314. Angela A. Delong Kidd,
desiring to avoid a formal administrative hearing, enters into this Agreed Order with the Board.

The Board acknowledges receipt of a chemical dependency evaluation dated June 24, 2006 from
Pathways, Inc., Ashland, Kentucky, that did not indicate a substance abuse or dependence
problem. : : : -

Angela A. Delong Kidd, hereinafter referred to as Ms. Kidd, agrees and stipulates to the
following facts for the limited purpose of this Agreed Order: .

On March 14, 2006, Highland Regional Hospital, Prestonsburg, Kentucky, notified the
Board that Ms. Kidd was working at their facility through Fastaff nursing ageacy as a travel
murse. On March 13, 2006, a patient indicated in a written statement that she had only
received her pain medication from her assigned murse, not Ms. Kidd. The Pyxis report
indicated Ms. Kidd had withdrawn nineteen (19) vials of morphine sulfate injectable for this
patient over a three (3) day period. The patient was not assigned to Ms. Kidd. On March 13,.
2006 as the facility began their investigation, Ms. Kidd left the unit without giving notice.

* She was not scheduled to complete her shift until seven (7) pan. “A further review of the
Pyxis report from March I — 13, 2006, indicated Ms. Kidd withdrew sixty two (62) doses of .
morphine sulfate injectable on patients not assigned o her. No documentation was found to
support the edministration of these medications.

- On March 16, 2006, the Board issued an Order of Immediate Temporary Suspension of the
license of Ms. Kidd in order to protect the public,

Ms. Kidd denies any diversion of the medication for herself or others. She does admit to
failing to properly document the administration and wastage of controlied substances. She
also denies “flecing” the facility, but rather leaving early as was common practice according
1o her.

Ms, Kidd acknowledges these actions are in violation of KRS 314.091(1) (d) has negligently or
willfully acted in a manner inconsistent with the practice of nursing; (b) has flsified or in a

" ncgligent manner made incorrect entries or failed to make essential entries on essential records;
and () has violated any of the provisions of this chapter.
